Colin Wilson Will 
Discuss Latest 
Book Here Thurs. 


One of Britain’s most color- 
ful literary figures, Colin Wil- 
son, celebrated innovator, icon- 
oclast, philosopher, critic and 
author of such works as ‘‘The 
Outsider,” will discuss his latest 
book, ‘‘Beyond the Outsider: The 
Philosophy of the Future,’’ at 1 
pm Thursday in the Sacramento 
State College Little Theatre, A 
question and answer session will 
follow at 2 pm in the Ribera 
Room, 

Wilson left school at the age 
of 16 to continue his education 
in classrooms of his own choos- 
ing. His interest had been sci- 
entific, but after reading the 
poetry of T.S, Eliot, he began 
to write plays, short stories, 
essays and poetry, supporting 
himself by a succession of men- 
ial jobs, 

His first book, ‘‘The Out- 
sider,”’ published a few years 
later, created a sensation in the 
literary world with its violent 
criticism of contemporary civil- 
ization. Since then, his books 
have been translated into 15 lang- 
uages and he, himself, is the

in Physics 111, including a 
sprinkling of long hairs, beards, 
sandals and black mourning 
bands, Dr. Cohen commented 
on the myths and falsifications 
that have arisen in conjunc- 
tion with LSD. 

According to Cohen, al- 
though many people term LSD 
a ‘non-game_ ectascy,’ they 
must realize that one does not 
discover the realities of life 
with LSD, that it is only a 
game and that a non-game 
game is still a game. 

The ‘honeymoon period’ of 


LSD or one’s first use of it has

been called the greatest thing 
since the wheel in which one 
is privileged to see the “Great 
white light.” Cohen counters 
this myth with the question: 
“Why, after one has seen the 
enlightenment, must he repeat 
and repeat the experiment?” 

The core of the myth is that 
LSD is real reality. “What it 
is," said Cohen, “is illusia. 


Out there’ one has lost the 
ability to be critical.” After- 
wards, the world seems false 
and unreal; LSD seems to be 
the beginning of life. The “one 
thing,” he continued, “that 
could be learned from LSD is 
that it is the ‘now’ moment,” 


that LSD is not the real life. 
Another myth connected 
with LSD is that it enhances 
creativity. Cohen and his as- 
sociates have conducted ex- 
periments which do not con- 
clude that. There is some in- 
dication, however, that it does 
enhance creative appreciation; 
LSD also seerns to make peo- 
ple think they are more cre- 
ative, according to Cohen 
Cohen concluded that those

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Democrats and other interested 
students, Dymally contended 
that the slacking off of good 
interracial relations which were 
evidenced in the early 1960's

Dymally offered the specific 
example of Lowndes County, 
Mississippi, where many Ne- 
groes were put out of their 


homes because they dared to 
vote. He used this to exemplify 
the economic situation in the 
South which has not changed 
at all for Negroes, despite fed- 
eral civil rights legislation 

“Black power” came from 
this frustration on the part of 
those attempting to aid the 
Negro fight for equality in the 
wake of these setbacks, Dymal- 
ly suggested. 

The legislator argued that 
“black power” is not anti-white 








and is not necessarily evil, but 
to a SNCC worker would 
merely mean the right of Ne- 
groes to have a say in what 
goes on in their own neighbor- 
hoods.

It is a massive 
effort that doesn’t quite succeed 
in all aspects, but the film does 
succeed in being a highly en- 
joyable cinematic effort. 

The film traces the lives of 
a pair of New England Calvinist 
missionaries, Reverend Abner 
Hale and his wife Jersuha as 
they settle in the tropical heathen 
paradise of Hawaii to proselytise 
to the natives, Hale, played by 
Max Von Sydow who also, inciden- 
tally, played Jesus in an earlier 
film (this role of a missionary 
would seem to be a comedown) 
is a priggish, prejudiced, God- 
fearing, to the point of psyco- 
pathia, sycopath who sees the 
happy Hawaiians only as potential 
converts, not as equals in the 
sight of God, He is summarily 
unable to convince the happy 
natives that some of their cus- 
toms ( such as sex) are ALL 
wrong. He is also against incest 
and breast, which figures. 

His wife, played by Julie And- 
rews, is a typical beauty who, for 
some reason, has fallen in love 
with him and has followed him to 
Hawaii where she lends moral 
support as well as disbursing a 
few children along the way, 

Von Sydow plays the mission- 
ary Hale as a patently unsym- 
pathetic character, but yet by the 
end of the film, one feels a great 
wave of empathy building up for 
the sometimes addled mission- 
ary. He is a man with his faults 
who saw his God as a vengeful 
Spirit who tolerates no deviation 
from His Law, Thisis essentially 
why Hale is unsuccessful in his 
attempts to convert the natives. 

George Roy Hill and the Mi- 
risch Brothers, the director and 
producers of the film have been 
roundly cirticized by reviewers 
because they filmed a rather 
preachy story concerning the 
white barbarian coming to the 
isles and proceeding to despoil 
the land of its riches and its 
natural inhabitants. Strangely 
enough, this is how the book was 
written, Michener, | believe, 
conceived of his book in these 
exact terms, How usual that a 
an original literary work, What 
should Hill have filmed if not the 
book as Michener wrote it? A 
movie about stock car racing? 

At any rate, because the Rev- 
erend Hale is unable to convert 
the heathens, he sinks more and 
more into a paranioc dispair and 
from overwork, His chief convert 
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is the Ali Nui of the isles, played 
by Jocelyn La Garde a huge 
Polynesion actress. Miss La 
Garde is superb in her part 
as Malama, the big mama of 
Hawaii, She was excellent as 
she demanded to have things her 
way at her convenience, and that 
included learning how to read and 
write, She is magnificient in 
that she portrayed the native 
queen with a vibrancy anda tend- 
erness that is all too rare in 
films nowadays. One gets the 
impression that she is very much 
like the character in her day-to- 
day life, She is hideously funny 
when she knocks the Reverend 
Hale to the ground with a single 
blow and tragically sad when she 
dies with befitting dignity. 

I must say that the production 
was heightened considerably 
when hundreds of native tootsies 
swim out to the arriving mis- 
sionary boat altogether in the 
altogether. 

All in all, the movie was a 
bit on the heavy side, but Von 
Sydow did more than a journey- 
man job with the character of the 
rather stultifying Reverend Hale, 
but came across as a powerful, 
if ineffective man, who was frus- 
trated in all attempts to prose- 
lytize effectively, Miss Andrews 
was acceptable in her part, but 
about the only time she exhibited 
any dramatic flair was when she 
was in childbirth, There was 
ample opportunity for the ap- 
propriate histrionics,

Sacramento Showing Set for 
Film Version of Joyce’s Ulysses

Jovee’s ‘*Ulysses.’’ ‘‘Ulysses’”’ 
has been termed, among other 
things, ‘‘irreligious’’, ‘‘disgust- 
ing’? and ‘‘dirty’’, — a novel 


seemingly destined for cinematic 
production. It is also a highly 
literary novel, sprinkled with 
parodies and puns, At least three 
other producers have struggled 
with the idea of trimming a movie 
out of the Jovee book but none 
reaced the production stage 

The film, produced by Walter 
Reade, Jr. and Joseph Strick (and 
directed by Strick), took three 
vears of preparation and 26 weeks 
of shooting in Dublin. The cast 
is composed of distinguished act- 
ors from the London stage and 
from Dublin’s famous Abbey 
Theater. 

Strick and Fred Haines have 
taken Joyce’s story and have 
trimme! away some of the liter- 
ary aspects and the puns. They 
have brought out the humor and 
comedy and recreated on film 
Joyce’s story of one day (in 
1904) in the life of an Irish 
Jew, a gentle, imaginative man 
given to reveries, dreams and 
small triumphs. Milo O'Shea 
plays Leopold Bloom, who 


dreams of becoming the first 
Jewish mayor of Dublin (sixty 
vears later, an Irish Jew did be- 
come Dublin’s Lord Mayor), Bar- 
bara Jefford plays his wife, 
Molly. 

Every word of dialogue is un- 
bleached Joyce, including the 
earthy dialogue of Molly Bloom 
which ends the book. The sites 
were filmed exactly as he named 
them — except for a pub which 
has since become too modern- 
ized. The film, like the novel 
before it, has to pass U,S, Cus- 
toms censorship but, unlike the 
book, passed without a court trial. 
The court decision, in 1933, which 
legalized the novel ia the U.S, 
brought the great decision by 
Justice John M. Woolsey which 
changed the obscenity laws. 

‘*Ulysses”’ is being shown in 
only 135 theaters throughout the 
United States. It is being shown 
at the Encore Theater in Sacra- 
mento on March 14, 15, and 16 
only. Performances are slated 
for 8:30 each of the three nights, 
with a 2:30 matinee on Wednes- 
day. Tickets are available on a 
mail order basis and at the Lui- 
core Theater. Admittance will be 
denied to allunder eighteen years 
of age.

ley’s first professor of glass 
blowing. In 1964-65 UC became 
the second wuiversity in the 
country to teach free blowing 
of glass, Today glass blowing 
studios are functioning in sever- 
al colleges throughout the USA, 
Lipofsky’s course is based on 
one he took in 1962 as a grad- 
uate student at the University 
of Wisconsin, He studied with 
Wisconsin’s Harvey K. Littleton, 
AN ANCIENT ART 

Lipofsky believes that glass 
blowing as an art form was 
deveioped by the Egyptians, or 
perhaps the Syrians, who had been 
making beads and inlays by fusing 
together silica and soda as early 
as 3,000 B.C, 

Blowing glass, (like Lipofsky 
and his students do), became 
widespread in the days of the 
Roman Empire. 

During the 15th and 16th cen- 
turies, Venetian workshops re- 
vived the art form which con- 
tinues to this day in Europe, 
Separated by thousands of miles, 
the classroom at the University 
of California’s Wurster Hall and 
the glass workshops of Venice 
are bound together by centuries 
of tradition, 

In Venice glass blowing is done 
by craftsmen who have inherited 
the techniques from generations 
of forebearers; in Berkeley by 
students who are pioneering free- 
blown glass as a contemporary 
art form, 

COPYING THE MASTERS 

‘‘Traditionally, master glass 
blwoers work from someone 
else’s design,” explains Lipof- 
sky, ‘‘taking over from a clay 
model or drawing. I don’t con- 
sider a Steuben copy of a Ma- 
tisse design, or a Murano copy 
of a pPicasso, really creative. 
The masters are skilled, but they 
are not artists, We are not skilled 


(his students) but we are 
creative,”’ 
Some of his students prefer 


to calculate in advance the form 
that will emerge from their metal 
blow pipes, ‘‘There’s not quite 
the spontaneity this way,’’ says 
the instructor, “‘but it’s a per- 
sonal thing. A ferm can also 
the improvised, evolving even 
while it is in the process of being 
created,”’ 

According to Lipofsky, the 
high quality of the Venetian work 
formed the basis of the revival 
of glass working throughout Eu- 
rope down to modern times, 


EVOLUTIONARY METHODS 

But Lipofsky’s students are 
evolving their own methods, in 
addition to traditional ones, to 
suit their needs. The instructor 
contends that separation of the 
technical and creative aspects 
severely restricts exploring the

Lipofsky’s concepts are earn- 
ing widespread recognition, Vis- 
ible evidence is the impressive 
number of awards he has won, 
and the increasing interest in 
his classes and exhibits,

In your new coverage 
you have omitted mention of 
several factors whi i were, or 
should have been, known to 
you. These factors include: 

1. Any mention of which 
BOD members were not pre- 
sent at the meeting in which 
the GPA amendment was de- 
feated, and the reasons why 
they were not present.
